MARCH  12,  1977  — 

Moderator  Lloyd  M.  Sorenson  called  meeting  to 
order  at  1:06  P.M.  The  Presentation  of  the  Flag 
was  made  by  the  Gotfstown  Girl  Scouts  celebrating 
Girl  Scout  Week.  Mrs.  Richard  A.  Kincaid  was  in 
charge  of  the  group.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
1977  TOWN  REPORT 

In  1977  the  Gotfstown  Highway  Department  had 
a  busy  season  with  several  major  projects  on 
highways,  sewer,  sanitation,  cemetery,  and  other 
proiects  that  had  to  be  done  in  conjunction  with 
private  contractors.  St.  Anselm's  Drive  was  com- 
pletely rebuilt  this  year  from  College  Road  to  Rock- 
land Avenue.  The  sidewalk  was  not  finished  be- 
cause we  could  not  get  the  telephone  poles  re- 
moved and  we  had  to  carry  over  the  sidewalk  work 
to  be  finished  this  spring.  We  expect  to  correct 
many  water  problems  by  replacing  culverts  and 
widening  some  roads  in  critical  areas.  We  intend  to 
repave  most  of  our  sidewalks  this  year,  which  we 
were  unable  to  complete  in  1977. 

Construction  was  continued  at  the  new  portion  of 
Westlawn  Cemetery,  with  the  addition  of  more 
loam,  grading,  and  seeding.  We  shall  continue  to 
hot  top  roads  as  rapidly  as  possible.  We  are  also 
busy  checking  contractors  on  the  different  subdivi- 
sions throughout  the  town. 


We  completely  rebuilt  our  salt  shed  doors, 
stockpiled  the  usual  winter  sand,  approximately 
3,000  yards.  We  repainted  the  main  garage  roof 
with  aluminum  asphalt.  We  cleaned  the  sludge 
beds  at  the  Sewer  Plant.  We  did  the  usual  repair- 
ing and  repainting  of  our  equipment. 

With  our  eductor  truck,  we  cleaned  over  500 
catch  basins  twice  this  year.  We  also  had  more 
sewer  problems  this  year  than  ordinary  that  had  to 
be  cleaned  by  the  Sewer  Department. 

Gravel  and  grading  was  done  on  the  Mt.  Summit 
Perimeter  Road  at  the  request  of  the  Conservation 
Commission.  Brush  and  tree  cutting  was  per- 
formed throughout  the  town,  and  we  again  encour- 
age the  abutting  property  owners  to  use  the  good 
wood  or  to  give  it  to  someone  who  can.  In  most 
cases,  we  notify  the  property  owner  to  the  effect 
that  we  are  going  to  cut  trees  within  the  town  right 
of  way  so  that  he  may  pick  up  the  wood. 

Our  road  line  striping  and  crosswalk  striping  was 
done  again  this  year. 

Sign  damage  has  been  heavy  and  expensive 


and  we  do  our  best  to  keep  up  with  it. 

The  Highway  Department  wishes  to  thank  the 
taxpayers  for  their  help  and  consideration  through- 
out the  year,  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  and 
the  office  girls  for  their  patience  with  us  during  the 
many  trials  and  tribulations. 

To  the  wives  and  families  of  the  Highway  De- 
partment, I  say  thank  you  for  your  patience  as  your 
husbands  spend  many  hours  away  from  their 
families  so  that  others  using  our  roads  may  do  so 
in  safety. 

To  the  selectmen,  this  Department  acknowl- 
edges with  gratitude,  your  untiring  efforts  in  our 
behalf  and  thank  you  for  the  way  problems  were 
handled  that  came  up  this  year. 

And  to  my  employees,  thank  you  gentlemen,  for 
a  job  well  done  throughout  this  past  year.

GOFFSTOWN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1977  has  been  a  busy  year  for  our  fire 
department.  We  have  had  two  major  obstacles  that 
the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens  and  myself  have  had  to 
cope  with  which  we  did  not  plan  for  in  the  1977 
budget;  one  being  the  New  Hillsborough  County 
Home  alarms  and  the  other  being  the  loss  of  our 
tanker  truck  at  the  forest  fire  on  Shirley  Hill  in  April. 
The  alarms  at  the  county  home  have  cost  our  de- 
partment $3,000.00  this  year  and  the  loss  of  our 
tanker  truck  and  equipment  totaled  $7,859.00. 
Faced  with  these  two  problems  we  have  had  to  de- 
fray the  purchasing  of  items  in  our  budget  and  at 
this  time  it  appears  that  we  are  only  approximately 
$700.00  over  our  budgeted  figures  for  the  year.  We 
have  spent  many  hours  with  the  county  officials  and 
contractors  at  the  county  home  on  the  problems 
with  their  alarm  system  and  I  believe  that  now  it  can 
be  held  to  a  minimum. 

Our  tanker  truck  has  been  replaced  and  is  now 
back  in  service.  We  were  able  to  get  a  1962  1  Vi  ton 
4  wheel  chassis  from  the  government  at  no  cost 
which  will  belong  to  the  town  after  2  years.  The  tank 
off  our  old  tanker  was  usable  and  our  full  time  em- 
ployees did  a  lot  of  work  on  rebuilding  this  tanker. 
There  was  some  labor  provided  by  other  personnel 
in  the  department  at  no  cost  to  us,  also.  This  tanker 
has  been  used  at  several  fires  since  it  was  put  back 
in  service  and  is  working  very  well  at  this  time. 


NEW  4"  Hose  Truck     Voted  for  at  1976 
Town  meeting  —  Delivered  March    1977. 


Our  new  pumper  and  4"  hose  truck,  which  was 
voted  on  in  the  1976  town  meeting  was  delivered  to 
us  in  March  of  1977  and  was  placed  at  the  Pinard- 
ville Fire  Station.  We  have  used  it  at  the  Shirley  Hill 
brush  fire  and  in  Moose  Club  Park  and  several  other 
fires  to  our  advantaqe. 

In  the  1977  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  pur- 
chase a  new  pumper  and  4"  hose  truck  to  replace  a 
1940  pumper  which  is  in  the  central  station  in  Goffs- 
town Village.  The  truck  chassis  has  been  delivered 
and  the  building  of  the  body  was  contracted  to 
Howe  Fire  Apparatus.  The  delivery  date  is  next 
year,  1978,  around  June.  We  also  voted  in  the  1977 
town  meeting,  money  to  purchase  a  used  aerial 
ladder  truck.  This  truck  has  been  purchased  and  is 
in  service  in  Garden  City  Park,  N.Y.  We  expect  de- 
livery in  Dec,  1977. 

In  1977  we  have  lost  several  of  our  long  and  de- 
voted firefighters  by  death  and  retirement;  Deputy 
Chief  and  Fire  Warden  Lawrence  Putnam,  Firefight- 
er Louis  Pelchat,  Firefighter  Roger  Roux,  Firefight- 
er George  Carr,  Firefighter  Donald  Laro,  and 
Firefighter  Larry  Brewer.  We  have  two  new  mem- 
bers on  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens  this  year;  Donald 
Girard,  elected  at  the  1977  town  meeting,  and 
Eugene  Hoitt,  appointed  by  the  selectmen  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  Lawrence  Putnam.  This  year 
Libert  Sousa,  who  is  a  deputy  chief  and  fire  war- 
den, will  be  retiring  and  a  new  fire  warden  will  be 
elected  at  the  town  meeting  to  replace  him.  Words 
of  thanks  and  appreciation  are  not  enough  for  these 
members  and  they  will  be  long  remembered  for  their 
devotion  to  our  department  and  community. 

This  year  our  1 978  budget  request  is  $1 7,000.00 
more  than  our  1977  budget.  I,  as  chief,  proposed 
the  budget  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens  who  must 
approve  the  budget  before  it  can  be  sent  to  the 
selectmen.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  recommend 
their  figure  and  submit  it  to  the  Budget  Subcommit- 
tee. The  Budget  Subcommittee  then  submits  their 
proposed  figure  to  the  Budget  Committee  for  ap- 
proval. This  process  is  long  and  time  consuming, 
but  when  a  total  is  reached,  I  hope  it  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  all  the  people  of  Goffstown  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  in  our  community.  Items 
in  our  budget  which  are  approved  are  definitely  a 
step  forward. 
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This  year  we  have  initiated  a  new  dispatch  proce- 
dure for  response  to  fire  alarms.  This  new  proce- 
dure of  dispatching  trucks  reduces  confusion  and 
time  in  responding  to  fires  and  also  assures  our  men 
that  when  they  arrive  at  the  scene  of  a  fire  they  will 
have  the  proper  equipment  for  the  job  they  must 
perform.  Included  in  this  dispatch  system  we  have 
incorporated  a  Pager  Team  which  is  comprised  of 
fifteen  men  divided  into  four  teams.  Each  team  has 
three  men  that  carry  a  pocket  radio  and  are  on  call 
for  24  hours  each  day  for  one  week  on  a  rotating 
basis.  By  incorporating  the  Pager  Team  into  our 
dispatch  system,  we  can  dispatch  a  truck  to  minor 
incidents  without  calling  the  whole  department  out; 
as  our  stations  are  not  manned  1 6  hours  each  week 
day  and  44  hours  on  weekends. 

Our  department  now  has  six  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  which  are  on  duty  during  the  daytime 
hours  from  Monday  thru  noontime  Saturday.  There- 
fore, we  are  able  to  assist  the  police  department 
and  respond  during  the  working  hours  with  the 
police  to  all  medical  emergencies.  This  is  a  new 
procedure  which  was  started  in  September  of  this 
year  and  has  worked  very  well,  increasing  the  pro- 
tection and  service  to  people  in  need  of  this  type  of 
service. 

In  closing.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  town  depart- 
ments for  the  support  and  all  the  personnel  of  our 
fire  department  and  the  women's  auxiliary  of  all 
three  fire  stations  for  their  support.  To  the  citizens 
and  organizations  and  businesses  of  Goffstown, 
thank  you  for  your  support.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


TOWN  REPORT  1977 

The  Goffstown  Police  Department  registered  in- 
creases in  both  major  crime  index  areas  for  the 
year  1977.  Complaints  for  the  year  yielded  a 
1.46%  increase  in  the  serious  crime  index  and  a 
14.10%  increase  in  the  general  crime  index.  An  ex- 
tensive enforcement  effort  in  the  area  of  motor  ve- 
hicle offenses  resulted  in  a  6.95%  decrease  in  the 
serious  accident  index,  with  arrests  in  the  motor 
vehicle  area  up  by  1 10.54%.  The  number  of  motor 
vehicle  fatalities  for  1977  remained  at  1,  the  same 
as  in  1976. 

Reported  accidents  decreased  by  17.36%  and 
injuries  were  down  25%.  Hit  and  run  accidents  re- 
mained essentially  the  same  with  a  decrease  of 
3.23%.  The  most  significant  factor  in  the  accident 
statistics  for  1977  was  a  53.58%  decrease  in  single 
vehicle  accidents  while  multiple  vehicle  accidents 
remained  approximately  the  same.  This  reversed 
the  trend  experienced  in  the  previous  2  years  dur- 
ing which  the  single  vehicle  accidents  escalated 
and  the  serious  accident  index  increased  by  39%. 

Many  complaint  areas  experienced  decreases. 
Larceny  complaints  were  down  18.82%  while  bur- 
glary showed  an  1 1 .94%  decrease  in  general.  Resi- 
dential burglary  decreased  by  14.63%  and  camp 
burglary  was  reduced  by  57.14%;  a  major  factor  in 
such  reductions  was  the  efforts  of  the  Crime  Pre- 
vention Program  which  seeks  to  prevent  predict- 
able varieties  of  crime  before  they  occur.  Approxi- 
mately $2000  was  saved  over  the  previous  year. 
Additionally,  the  apprehension  rates  were  up  for 
several  relevent  categories.  Larceny  arrests  in- 
creased by  385.71%  while  attempted  theft  arrests 
were  up  by  1150%.  Burglary  arrests  increased  by 
433.33%. 

Malicious  property  damage  increased  by 
14.59%,  although  the  value  of  damaged  property 
was  down  27.37%.  The  trend  toward  bicycle  theft 
experienced  during  1976  apparently  subsided  with 
a  35.48%  decrease. 


There  were  a  total  of  2196  arrests  (+111.36%) 
made,  1838  (  +  110.54%)  of  which  were  for  motor 
vehicle  offenses,  and  358  (  +  161.31%)  of  which 
were  for  criminal  offenses.  A  heavy  concentration 
on  motor  vehicle  law  enforcement  not  only  resulted 
in  more  arrests,  but  was  in  large  part  responsible 
for  the  reduction  of  the  serious  accident  index 
which  was  a  major  concern  during  1977  owing  to 
previous  increases.  Unfortunately,  the  number  of 
pedestrian/bicycle-automobile  accidents  increased 
by  100%.  The  department  plans  to  intensify  its 
programs  in  dealing  with  traffic  safety  to  combat 
this  trend. 

General  activity  increased  16.61%;  the  institution 
of  a  new  method  of  recording  this  year  should 
allow  a  more  appropriate  and  accurate  measure  of 
this  category. 

Assaults  increased  107.14%  while  assaults  on 
police  officers  increased  100%.  Malicious  mischief 
increased  by  96.30%,  and  citizen  generated  motor 
vehicle  complaints  were  up  41.80%,  from  378  to 
536.  Great  increases  in  vehicular  traffic  on 
Goffstown's  highway  has  not  only  contributed  to 
higher  accident  rates,  but  has  also  increased  the 
percentage  of  man  hours  spent  by  department 
personnel  in  traffic  related  matters. 

Traditional  traffic  categories  all  showed  in- 
creases in  arrests:  unreasonable  speed,  up 
170.50%;  driving  while  under  the  influence  of  intox- 
icating beverages,  up  57.63%;  solid  line  violations, 
up  73.68%;  stop  sign  violations,  up  89.89%:  and 
red  light  violations,  up  322.22%. 


IMPROVED  SERVICES 

One  of  the  major  concerns  of  1978  will  be  a 
concentration  of  effort  in  the  areas  of  pedes- 
trian and  bicycle  safety.  Officer  Friendly,  a 
program  run  in  the  schools  by  the  Police  De- 
partment and  the  Office  of  Youth  Services,  will 
continue  its  safety  education.  Additionally, 
police  units  will  be  monitoring  walking  and 
bicycling  behavior,  talking  to  violators,  and  ad- 
vising parents  of  unsafe  behavior  in  cases 
where  deemed  appropriate. 

An  ongoing  evaluation  of  departmental  reor- 
ganization has  again  indicated  the  benefits  of 
increasing  patrol  time  in  the  field.  Part  of  the 
evaluation  involved  a  survey  of  departmental 
policies,  procedures,  rules  and  job  classifica- 
tions by  the  Municipal  Police  Institute,  a  feder- 
ally funded  agency.  The  result  of  this  survey 
will  be  a  new,  updated  department  manual  to 
be  provided  for  each  officer. 

The  department  expects  to  continue  all  of  its 
ongoing  programs,  and  to  concentrate  more 
departmental  effort  on  the  prevention  of  crimi- 
nal activity. 

Chief  Robert  Wike,  and  the  staff  and  person- 
nel of  the  Goffstown  Police  Department,  extend 
their  thanks  to  the  citizenry  of  Goffstown  for 
their  continued  support,  and  look  forward  to 
another  year  of  mutual  cooperation.

that  have  to  be  looked  at  and  a  determination 
made;  from  open  garbage  to  failing  septic  systems, 
taking  of  water  samples  and  restaurant  and  store 
inspections  twice  a  year.  This  coupled  with  trying 
to  enforce  zoning  is  a  time-consuming  job.  As  help 
was  refused  again  this  year,  I'm  sure  that  some 
people  may  have  to  wait  a  day  or  two  more,  at 
times,  for  inspections. 

Some  new  wiring  was  done  at  the  Old  Grange 
Hall  in  Grasmere  and  Town  Hall.  Thanks  to  the 
Selectmen  for  giving  me  the  o.k.  to  have  this  work 
done.  I  am  in  hopes  they  will  go  along  with  the 
suggestion,  from  the  Fire  Chief  and  myself,  to  in- 
stall smoke  detectors  in  the  Town  Hall  and  connect 
them  to  the  Central  Fire  Alarm.  We  believe,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Trustees,  this  work  could  be 
done  with  money  from  the  Building  Fund  and 
would  not  affect  the  tax  rate. 

The  102-apartment  complex  on  Daniel  Plummer 
Road  is  about  ready  to  start  and  should  be  com- 
pleted this  year.  Their  plans  were  revised  last  year 
and  all  necessary  notations  on  them  were  made  to 
conform  to  the  various  codes. 

The  work  has  already  started  on  new  exits  for 
the  County  jail.  The  Fire  Chief,  the  architect  and 
myself  reviewed  the  plans  before  starting  and 
made  some  changes  which  they  had  overlooked. 

Work  will  be  started  shortly  on  updating  the 
water  system  and  telemetring  equipment  at  the 
Hillsborough  County  Home.  This  was  an  original 
condition  as  the  system  was  installed  in  1934. 

Once  again  I  want  to  thank  all  the  Boards  and 
Department  Heads  for  their  cooperation.  Especially 
Fire  Chief  Richard  Fletcher  who  works  very  closely 
with  me  on  Fire  Codes  and  101  Life  Safety  Code 
and  Heating  systems. 

I  also  want  to  mention  the  Office  girls  who,  in 
addition  to  their  regular  work,  have  to  assume  the 
extra  workload  I  give  them,  and  it  is  considerable. 
Thanks  a  lot,  you  know  I  appreciate  it  very  much. 

My  regular  hours  in  the  office  still  remain  the 
same,  9:00  a.m.  to  10:00  a.m.  and  1:00  p.m.  until 
2:00  p.m.  daily.  These  are  the  hours  I  can  be 
reached,  unless  I'm  at  a  meeting  or  sick.  Appoint- 
ments may  be  made  at  other  times  if  necessary.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness,  in  an  ef- 
fort to  assist  other  town  departments  in  coordinat- 
ing their  efforts  in  emergency  situations,  and  in 
locating  specialized  training  programs  in 
emergency  skills  for  emergency  departments,  has 
made  considerable  progress  during  the  past  year. 

In  March  and  April  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Emergency  Preparedness  attended  a  week  long 
seminar  at  the  New  England  Center  in  Durham, 
New  Hampshire.  This  seminar  was  sponsored  by 
the  Defense  Civil  Preparedness  Agency  Region  I, 
and  considered  aspects  of  emergency  prepared- 
ness programs  on  the  community  level. 

During  the  summer  months  the  men  at  Station 
19,  Pinardville  Fire,  constructed  backboards  for 
emergency  extrication  of  accident  victims.  Funds 
for  this  project  were  made  available  through  the  Of- 
fice of  Emergency  Preparedness.  A  special  thanks 
is  offered  to  Firefighter  Ed  Hunter  and  Lieutenant 
Paul  Nault  and  the  men  at  Station  19  for  the  fine 
product  they  produced. 

During  November  the  Office  of  Emergency  Pre- 
paredness in  conjunction  with  the  Catholic  Medical 
Center  and  the  City  of  Manchester  began  planning 
a  disaster  exercise,  however,  due  to  extreme 
weather  conditions  this  exercise  has  been  post- 
poned and  will  be  held  in  the  spring. 

The  emphasis  this  year  was  placed  primarily  on 
improving  the  emergency  medical  services  system 
in  Goffstown.  In  October  an  informal  emergency 
medical  services  council  was  formed  with  the  fol- 
lowing goals. 


1.  To  endeavor  to  improve  the  current 
emergency  medical  service  system  in  Goffs- 
town. 

2.  To  endeavor  to  improve  and  coordinate  the 
emergency  medical  activities  and  training  of 
those  departments  and  individuals  involved  in 
emergency  medical  services  in  Goffstown. 

3.  To  endeavor  to  more  actively  coordinate 
emergency  medical  activities  in  training  with 
surrounding  communities  and  local  hospitals 
so  that  the  emergency  medical  services  sys- 
tem will  operate  precisely  and  smoothly  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency. 

4.  To  endeavor  to  search  out  avenues  through 
which  more  advance  emergency  medical 
equipment  can  be  obtained  to  support  the 
emergency  medical  services  system  in  Goffs- 
town. 

The  council  meets  on  the  third  (3rd)  Thursday  of 
each  month  at  7:30  P.M. 

Training  programs  in  emergency  medical  skills 
are  made  available  before  each  meeting  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  each  month.  Sessions  begin 
generally  at  6:30  in  the  evening.  These  sessions 
as  well  as  emergency  medical  services  council 
meetings  are  open  to  any  interested  citizen. 

In  December  some  additional  emergency  medi- 
cal equipment  was  ordered  through  the  Office  of 
Emergency  Preparedness.  This  is  expected  to  ar- 
rive near  the  end  of  January.

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LIBRARIANS  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  we  began  a  collection  of 
recordings,  mostly  music,  which  seems  to  have 
met  with  favor  from  library  users.  The  collection 
has  grown  to  more  than  two  hundred  albums,  and 
includes  music  of  several  kinds. 

The  bookmobile  proved  to  be  a  useful  adjunct  to 
the  library  again  last  year.  More  than  five  thousand 
books  were  circulated,  mostly  to  children  at  the 
Villa  Augustina  and  Bartlett  Elementary  School. 
We  continue  to  make  stops  at  Hillsborough  County 
Home,  Bel  Air  Nursing  Home  and  Grasmere  Vil- 
lage. 

Besides  the  purchase  of  selected  popular  fiction 
and  non-fiction  to  meet  our  current  reading  pat- 
terns, we  added  several  more  new  reference  items 
last  year,  including  Ayer's  Directory  of  Publications, 
the  Praeger  Encyclopedia  of  Art,  the  Book  of  Popu- 
lar Science,  Moody's  Handbook  of  Common 
Stocks,  and  the  latest  revision  of  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica. 

In  the  area  of  children's  services  Mrs.  Betsy  El- 
liot guided  us  through  another  year  of  pre-school 
story  hours,  summer  reading  program,  and 
open-shelf  book  selection  by  elementary  age  chil- 
dren. A  very  special  event  was  a  gala  birthday 
party  for  Peter  Rabbit  in  November.  We  publicly 
thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Burke  for  organizing 
and  giving  this  party  in  our  Children's  Room. 

With  the  help  of  the  trustees  and  several  friends 
of  the  library  we  were  able  to  conduct  two  very 
successful  book  sales  last  year,  the  proceeds 


being  used  to  buy  various  items  needed  in  the  li- 
brary. 

And  speaking  ot  help,  the  librarian  wishes  to 
thank  all  who  have  remembered  the  library  with 
gifts  of  books  and  services  during  the  year,  espe- 
cially the  Goffstown  Garden  Club,  the  Shirley  Club, 
the  Unity  Club,  and  Lewis  M.  Stark. 

This  year  will  see  expanded  use  of  the  existing 
space  and  facilities  we  have  to  work  with.  The 
primary  change  will  be  in  the  downstairs  meeting 
room,  where  shelves  will  be  added  to  three  walls. 
This  room  will  then  become  a  depository  for  books 
which  circulate  infrequently,  yet  leaving  them 
housed  in  attractive,  easily  accessible  surround- 
ings. The  advantage  to  the  town  is  that  the  library's 
total  inventory  of  books  may  then  be  increased  by 
several  thousand  volumes  without  taking  on  a  clut- 
tered appearance.  I  must  remind  you,  however, 
that  this  is  just  a  temporary  relief  to  a  space  prob- 
lem which  ultimately  must  be  solved  through  a 
building  program.  As  I  suggested  last  year,  now  is 
the  time  to  begin  planning  for  the  future  of  public 
library  service  in  Goffstown.  We  need  a  building 
committee.

PLANNING  COMMISSION 

Regional  Planning  Agencies,  such  as  the 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission, 
are  responsible  for  basic  planning  activities 
throughout  New  Hampshire.  Each  agency  has  a 
specific  area  for  which  it  is  responsible. 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Com- 
mission is  responsible  for  preparing  coordinated 
regional  plans  of  its  region  for  land  use,  transporta- 
tion, water  supply,  sewerage,  public  buildings  and 
the  like.  Regional  plans  to  be  effective  must  pro- 
vide for  future  growth  in  those  areas  where  such 
growth  can  most  efficiently  occur.  The  regional 
planning  process  must  include  an  objective  evalua- 
tion of  differing  proposals  and  must  include  public 
consideration  of  unpopular  or  minority  viewpoints. 

Regional  planning  provides  up-to-date  data 
needed  by  local  officials  to  make  decisions  regard- 
ing zoning  amendments,  street  and  road  improve- 
ments, sewer  locations,  and  location  at  public 
facilities,  to  name  a  few.

SEWER  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  your 
Sewer  Commission. 

Negotiations  with  Manchester  on  an  Intermunici- 
pal  Agreement  began  but  so  far.  have  proved  fruit- 
less. 

After  considerable  discussion  and  letter  writing, 
the  New  Hampshire  Water  supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission  and  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  agreed  to  let  the  Town  investigate  the 
possibility  of  having  its  own  treatment  plant  in  lieu 
of  sending  its  sewage  to  Manchester.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  supported  the  Sewer  Commission  in 
this  effort,  and  without  their  aid  the  study  might  not 
have  been  funded. 

The  final  design  of  the  interceptors  and  street 
sewers  was  contracted  for  with  Hoyle.  Tanner  and 
Associates  and  the  Town  received  grants  from  the 
State  and  Federal  governments  to  fund  the  work. 

Bids  on  notes  to  finance  the  State  and  Town 
share  of  the  design  work  were  received  and  a  note 
was  issued  to  the  low  bidder. 

The  Sewer  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  joined  in  revising  the  Sewer  Permit  Fee 
schedule  and  the  Town's  participation  in  the  instal- 
lation of  sewer  entrances.  For  some  time,  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  entrances  was  borne  by  the  taxpayer, 
in  the  future,  all  costs  will  be  borne  by  the  property 
owner  installing  the  sewer  entrance.  The  work  will 
be  inspected  by  the  Road  Agent  or  his  representa- 
tive. A  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  road  open- 
ings was  adopted. 

The  past  year  also  brought  forth  the  necessity  to 
deny  some  sewer  permits  because  of  overbadings 
in  parts  of  our  present  sewer  system. 

The  future  holds  considerable  promise.  The 
completion  of  the  study  on  a  Town-Owned  treat- 
ment plant  will  tell  us  if  it  is,  economically,  more 
feasible  than  sending  our  sewage  to  Manchester 
for  treatment.  The  completion  of  design  work  on 
interceptors  and  street  sewers  and  the  completion 


of  TV  inspection  of  our  present  sewerage  system 
will  tell  us  if  correction  of  our  drainage  system  will 
be  95%  funded  by  the  Federal  and  State  govern- 
ments.

lastly  the  bookkeeping  department  for  their  pa- 
tience and  understanding.

Nursing 

Skilled  Nursing  is  available  in  the  home  by  Reg- 
istered Nurses  and  Licensed  Practical  Nurses 
which  includes  dressings,  injections,  special  treat- 
ments, baths  and  rehabilitative  nursing  under  the 
direction  of  the  patient's  physician.  Home- 
maker- Home  Health  Aides  assist  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  nurses  and  therapists. 
Therapy 

Registered  physical,  occupational  and  speech 
therapists  are  available  for  therapy  at  home.  Social 
worker  and  nutritionist  consultants  are  also  avail- 
able. 

Pre  and  Post  Natal  Advice 

The  nurse  is  prepared  to  give  advice  and  guid- 
ance to  expectant  mothers  as  well  as  instructions 
after  the  baby  is  born. 

A  special  program  for  adolescent  pregnant 
mothers  has  been  added  this  year.  Classes  are 
held  for  instruction  each  Monday  at  4  P.M. 

Immunization  clinics  are  held  periodically  during 
the  year  and  nurses  are  available  daily  between 
1:30  —  3  P.M.  at  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
office  and  at  monthly  drop  in  centers  to  take  blood 
pressure  readings. 

Policy 

This  agency  is  voluntary  and  non  profit  and  is 
certified  to  care  for  Medicare  patients.  Although 
many  of  the  services  are  paid  for  through 
Medicaid,  Medicare  and  other  health  insurances, 
there  is  a  fee  which  is  discussed  on  the  initial  visit. 
Adjustments  can  be  made.  There  is  no  charge  for 
maternal  and  child  health  visits  made  by  the 
nurses.  Anyone  may  request  the  service  by  calling 
the  Visiting  Nurse  office  at  622-3781 ,  Monday  thru 
Friday  from  7:30  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Necessary  ser- 
vices are  provided  on  weekends  and  holidays. 


There  is  24  hour  answering  service  available  for 
messages. 

Visiting  Nurse  Association  services  are  available 
to  Goffstown  residents  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  Mrs. 
Robert  Naser  and  Mrs.  Robert  Stark  represent 
Goffstown  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Associ- 
ation.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  1970,  the  annual  report  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  requested  a  budget  from  the  town  to 
promote  "projects  such  as  the  development  of  the 
Uncanoonuc  Mountains  for  recreation  purposes". 
During  this  past  year,  the  Commission  has  been 
doing  that.  We  have  spent  many  hours  mapping 
the  south  mountain  and  investigating  the  feasibility 
of  acquiring  the  land.  When  the  major  landowner 
on  the  mountain  approached  the  Commission,  we 
immediately  thought  of  the  possibilities  and  of  the 
long  term  benefits  to  the  town.  This  was  a  ski  area 
in  the  thirties  and  now  it  has  the  potential  of  being 
whatever  you.  the  townspeople  want  it  to  be.  The 
first  step  in  this  plan,  or  any  plan,  is  to  acquire  the 
land.  And,  we,  the  Commission,  are  asking  you  the 
people  of  the  town,  to  do  just  that;  give  us  the  per- 
mission at  Town  Meeting  to  make  the  purchase.  It 
will  certainly  benefit  all  of  us  in  the  years  to  come. 

Again,  as  in  the  past,  the  Commission  has 
awarded  scholarships  to  Goffstown  students  to  at- 
tend Conservation  Camp.  We  feel  that  this  is  a 
worthwhile  program  as  it  acquaints  our  youth  with 
sound  conservation  practices  and  fosters  a  general 
awareness  of  what  is  happening  to  and  in  our  envi- 
ronment. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  those  people,  residents 
and  non-residents  alike,  who  think  enough  of  both 
open  space  and  our  town  to  make  those  generous 
gifts  of  land  to  the  Commission.  These  parcels 
large  and  small  contribute  to  the  quality  of  our  envi- 
ronment and  will  assure  open,  green  areas  for  fu- 
ture generations  to  enjoy.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
James  P.  Ackerman,  Chairman 

The  winter  of  1977  will  be  long  remembered  by 
the  Goffstown  Village  Precinct  Commissioners. 
First,  the  severe  cold  weather  was  responsible  for 
29  freeze-ups.  Secondly,  the  lack  of  ground  water 
caused  the  pumps,  at  the  well  sites,  to  run  from 
January  through  April  at  a  cost  in  excess  of 
S2.000.00  for  four  months. 

In  June,  200  ft.  of  6"  main  was  laid  at  the  end  of 
the  line  on  High  Street,  thereby  relieving  the  lack  of 
proper  flow  for  the  five  residences  in  the  area.  The 
total  usage  of  water  amounted  to  9,573,750  cubic 
feet  or  71,803.125  gallons.  There  were  15  new 
services  and  five  breaks  during  the  year. 

The  Board  authorized  the  installation  of  a  new 
gate  and  fence  at  the  entrance  to  the  reservoir. 
The  Clean  Water  Act  of  1974  has  caused  the  cost 
of  testing  the  water  by  the  State,  to  go  from  no 
charge  to  $10.00  per  sample.  We  are  required  to 
send  5  samples  per  month  to  the  State 
Laboratories  in  Concord.  New  Hampshire. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  are  now  required  to  mea- 
sure the  turbidity  in  the  water  every  day.  This 
necessitated  the  purchase  of  a  turbidity  water 
meter.  The  Act  is  designed  to  up-grade  all  drinking 
water  systems  in  the  country.

Regular  meeting  of  the  Goffstown  School  District 
was  held  at  the  Goffstown  High  School  Auditorium. 
Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Lloyd 
Sorenson.  Miss  Kelly  Larkin.  President  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council  led  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the 
Flag. 

Moderator  Sorenson  read  the  Certificate  as  to 
the  posting  of  the  Warrants.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  that  we  omit  the  reading  of  the  regular 
Warrant  and  that  we  act  upon  each  article  as  they 
appear.

ARTICLE  1

ing area  15. 

Welch  moved  and  it  was  seconded  that  we  pass 
this  article.  After  some  discussion  it  was  moved  by 
George  Dawson  and  seconded  by  Richard  Duclos 
that  we  accept  Gerry  Conners  of  the  Manchester 
School  Board  as  a  speaker  on  the  article.  Carried 
by  a  voice  vote.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS 

OF  GOFFSTOWN 

I  herewith  submit  my  1977  Report  concerning 
the  public  schools  of  Goffstown. 

For  better  or  worse,  depending  upon  your  view- 
point, the  idea  of  education  has  changed  consider- 
ably. No  longer  do  we  just  assist  the  student  in  his 
intellectual  development  through  instruction  in 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  demands  and 
changes  in  society  have  required  much  more  of  the 
educational  system  until  it  has  ballooned  into  a 
complex  of  social  agencies.  Schools  must  give 
students  specific  skills,  knowledge  of  various 
careers,  assist  them  in  the  locating  of  suitable 
work-positions.  In  a  sense,  we  have  become  the 
doorstep  at  which  society  has  placed  many  of  its 
problems.  The  schools  feed  students,  bus  others, 
treat  psychological  problems,  and  provide  health 
and  dental  services. 

If  there  is  an  integration  problem,  the  schools  are 
singled  out  as  the  place  in  which  the  problem  is  at- 
tacked; if  there  is  juvenile  crime,  schools  are  called 
upon  to  assist  in  its  elimination.  If  there  is  discrimi- 
nation, schools  bear  the  brunt  of  righting  the  wrong 
that  has  plagued  our  society  for  years. 

Much  of  these  changes  have  occurred  because 
of  forces  that  exist  beyond  the  local  school  agency. 
In  fact,  much  of  what  has  happened  in  education 
can  be  directly  related  to  court  orders,  regulations 
promulgated  by  federal  agencies  spawned  by 
bureaucrats  with  vision,  tunnelled  by  private 
priorities. 

In  some  of  these  areas,  however,  the  prodding 
by  agencies  outside  of  the  school  system  has  been 
necessitated  by  the  lack  of  initiative  on  the  local 
level.  A  case  in  point  is  the  recent  legislation  ad- 
dressing the  needs  of  the  handicapped  individual. 
The  Federal  government,  recognizing  the  neglect, 
has  passed  two  major  pieces  of  legislation  creating 
a  potent  impact  on  the  local  educational  system. 

Although  we  have  reported  on  our  efforts  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  handicapped  students,  the 
changes  caused  by  these  laws  deserve  highlight- 
ing and  our  serious  attention. 

The  two  laws  dealing  with  the  education  of  the 
handicapped  are  Public  Law  94-142,  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Handicapped,  and  section  504  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973. 


P.  L.  94-142 

Public  Law  94-142,  the  Education  of  the  Hand- 
icapped Act,  includes  provisions  which  are  de- 
signed (1)  to  assure  that  all  handicapped  children 
have  available  to  them  a  free  appropriate  public 
education;  (2)  to  assure  that  the  rights  of  hand- 
icapped children  and  their  parents  are  protected; 
(3)  to  assist  states  and  localities  to  provide  for  the 
education  of  handicapped  children;  and  (4)  to  as- 
sess and  assure  the  effectiveness  of  efforts  to 
educate  such  children. 

The  law  defines  "handicapped  children"  to  mean 
those  children  evaluated  as  being  mentally  re- 
tarded, hard  of  hearing,  deaf,  speech  impaired, 
visually  handicapped,  seriously  emotionally  dis- 
turbed, orthopedically  impaired,  other  health  im- 
paired, deaf-blind,  multi-handicapped,  or  as  having 
specific  learning  disabilities,  who  because  of  those 
impairments  need  special  education  and  related 
services. 

The  special  education  and  related  services 
needed  for  the  handicapped  child  must  be  appro- 
priate and  free  to  the  individual's  family. 

If  the  local  school  district  cannot  provide  the  par- 
ticular program  and/or  service,  then  it  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  district  in  consultation  with  the 
parents  to  place  the  child  in  a  program  that  will  suit 
the  child's  needs,  even  if  it  means  going  outside 
the  district. 

The  financial  responsibility  for  these  programs 
rests  with  the  State  and  the  local  district.  The  State 
supposedly  carries  the  amount  that  exceeds  the 
State  average  cost  to  educate  the  student.  How- 
ever the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  does  not 
approach  the  funding  level  necessary.  Thus,  in 
practice  the  local  school  district  pays  the  entire  bill. 

Transportation  for  the  handicapped  is  another 
service  that  must  be  provided.  At  this  time,  we 
have  been  able  for  the  most  part  to  render  the  ser- 
vice through  the  utilization  of  a  mini-bus. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  complex  and  perplex- 
ing problems  confronting  the  classroom  teacher 
has  been  the  concept  of  mainstreaming.  The  law 
mandates  that  if  a  handicapped  student  can  be 
placed  in  a  regular  classroom  situation,  then  this  is 
the  action  that  must  be  taken.  In  some  cases,  the 
teacher  is  not  fully  trained  to  provide  the  proper 
education  for  that  child.  It  also  has  become  difficult 
to  maintain  a  proper  balance  between  the  hand- 
icapped and  non-handicapped  student  in  the  class- 
room setting.  Much  work  is  needed  in  this  area. 


Section  504. 

Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973 
provides  that  all  educational  institutions  must  be 
barrier  free  within  three  years.  Simply  stated,  the 
law  demands  that  all  educational  programs  and 
services  be  accessible  to  the  handicapped  student. 
At  first  glance,  the  financial  implications  of  these 
regulations  are  staggering  as  one  envisions  instal- 
lation of  all  sorts  of  equipment  including  elevators, 
ramps,  and  new  alarm  systesm.  However,  our  pre- 
liminary study  indicates  that  most  of  the  school 
buildings  will  not  have  to  undergo  extensive  re- 
modeling to  comply  with  the  regulations.  There  will 
be  some  changes  and  adaptations  made  of  each 
of  the  buildings  and  these  wiU  be  expensive 
enough. 

In  relations  to  these  laws  our  schools  have  been 
bringing  and  will  continue  to  bring  to  the  handicap- 
ped student  the  necessary  skills  and  tools  to  insure 
them  that  they  will  have  the  equipment  to  complete 
for  their  rightful  place  in  our  society.

Special  Needs  Department 

The  Special  Needs  Department  provides  testing, 
programs  and  materials  for  special  needs  students 
in  grades  7  —  12. 

The  department  has  the  personnel  and  flexibility 
to  provide  resource  room  (mainstreamed)  or 
self-contained  class  settings  as  indicated  by  stu- 
dent needs.  Students  are  placed  in  special  educa- 
tion programs  on  the  recommendation  of  either  the 
school  or  district  Special  Needs  Evaluation  Team. 
Students  may  enter  or  leave  the  program  at  any 
time  during  the  year,  depending  on  the  student's 
needs,  his  performance  and  recommendation  of 
the  Team.  Each  student  has  an  individual  educa- 
tional plan  designed  to  utilize  that  student's 
strength  to  correct  his  weaknesses.  Students  work 
in  small  groups  or  on  an  individual  basis  while  in 
the  resource  room.  Staff  members  working  with 
mainstreamed  special  needs  students  are  encour- 
aged to  work  with  the  special  education  staff  in 
order  to  help  the  students. 
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Special  materials  and  methods  are  available  to 
the  staff  through  the  special  needs  department 
The  primary  stress  in  the  resource  room  is  on  de- 
velopment of  basic  survival  skills  to  prepare  the 
student  to  function  independently  in  the  commun- 
ity. Students  receive  grades  based  on  their  own 
performance  and  not  in  comparison  to  their  peers. 
The  department  works  primarily  with  learning  dis- 
abled and  mildly  retarded  students  (as  well  as 
those  with  other  special  needs).  Each  student  in 
the  resource  room  works  with  materials  appro- 
priate in  his  abilities.  The  teachers  in  this  depart- 
ment are  trained  in  reading,  learning  disabilities, 
and  mental  retardation.  An  aide  is  available  to  pro- 
vide additional  help  in  the  resource  room,  reading 
program,  and  regular  classes  with  special  needs 
student. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  provide  maximum  help 
and  an  appropriate  program  so  that  each  special 
needs  student  may  achieve  on  his  own  level.

The  Handicapped  Student 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  all  the  staff  and 
especially  the  core  team  members,  students  are 
being  prescribed  special  needs  programs  wherever 
and  whenever  necessary.  Referrals  from  teachers 
regarding  individual  problems  and  concerns  are 
dealt  with  at  a  meeting  with  the  specialists  and  the 
child's  teachers. 

Specific  services  offered  in  the  resource  room 
with  Miss  Donahue  are  diagnostic  and  learning  ex- 
periences in  a  highly  structured  setting  under  a 
consistent  intervention  program.  Children  with  poor 
reading  skills,  inability  to  process  stimuli  in  noisy 
and  busy  situations,  distractability.  poor  motivation 
and  work  habits  demand  a  period  of  intensive  con- 
trolled instruction.  Each  student  is  provided  a  daily 
work  schedule  of  tasks  to  perform  at  the  beginning 
of  each  day  to  help  them  organize  and  develop  in- 
dependence. Group,  as  well  as  individual  activities, 
are  provided  depending  upon  the  needs. 

Children  served  in  the  resource  room  need  to  es- 
tablish a  sound  base  in  written  and  spoken  lan- 
guage reading,  arithmetic,  and  social  skills.  A  less 
involved  child  may  require  assistance  in  one  area 
such  as  handwriting  or  gross  motor.  Many  children 
with  learning  difficulties  lack  subskills  in  a  particular 
area,  such  as  sound  discrimination  in  words. 


Mainstreaming  the  handicapped  child  is  a  pro- 
cess used  by  the  resource  room  teacher  to  provide 
a  more  appropriate  education  for  each  child  in  the 
least  restrictive  setting.  Presently,  all  the  children 
are  mainstreamed  at  least  once  a  week.  The  pro- 
cess itself  is  a  gradual  transition,  with  the  resource 
teacher  and  regular  class  teacher  working  support- 
ively  together.  A  lot  of  observation  and  follow-up 
by  both  teachers  must  be  used  for  this  to  be  suc- 
cessful. 

Hopefully,  after  a  period  in  a  highly  structured 
environment  and  under  a  consistent  intervention 
program,  the  child  can  develop  communication  and 
social  skill,  to  a  satisfactory  level  and  be  moved 
back  into  a  less  isolated  setting. 

Special  reading  programs  are  handled  by  Miss 
Powers  including  individual  remedial  and  small 
group  instruction. 

Title  I  Aide,  Mrs.  Knittel,  works  with  children  in 
their  classroom  setting  in  the  areas  of  motor  coor- 
dination, letter  formation  and  reversals. 

Speech  therapy  with  Mrs.  Niederman  focuses  on 
identifying  and  supplying  supportive  services  to 
those  youngsters  with  diction  difficulties  and  other 
speech  related  problems. 

Guidance  and  Health  services  with  Mrs.  Strys 
and  Mrs.  Duclos  combine  to  meet  other  student 
needs  in  the  area  of  the  special  needs  program.  A 
word  of  appreciation  and  acknowledgment  to  Mrs. 
O'Reilly,  the  Special  Services  Coordinator,  whose 
dedication  and  professional  concern  for  all  stu- 
dents make  this  a  functional  program. 


BARTLETT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
Leon  J.  Cote,  Principal 

The  Bartlett  Resource  Room,  we  feel,  has  suc- 
cessfully integrated  the  first  grade  screening  pro- 
gram into  a  hopefully  early  prevention  of  learning 
problems.  Daily  time  is  given  to  the  first  graders 
who  displayed  the  possibility  of  some  learning  diffi- 
culty. The  sessions  are  an  attempt  to  provide  every 
child  with  the  necessary  background  experiences 
to  be  successful  with  academic  tasks. 

The  Resource  Room  at  Bartlett  School  has  also 
taken  on  a  "new  look".  With  today's  increasing  di- 
versification of  education,  children's  learning  styles 
and  capabilities  are  better  understood.  With  this 
understanding  of  individual  differences,  we  at  Bart- 
lett have  been  able  to  offer  an  "alternative  learning 
environment".  The  purpose  is  to  provide  a  learning 
situation  for  children  who  are  not  able  to  contend 
with  the  regular  classroom  demands  placed  upon 
them;  the  criteria  —  a  Core  Team's  evaluation  and 
consensus  that  the  child  is  functioning  with  an 
"educational  handicap '. 

The  Resource  Room  has  taken  on  an  identity  of 
its  own.  It  offers  a  self-contained  atmosphere 
which  provides  the  child  who  may  have  some  form 
of  an  educational  handicap  with  a  home  base  from 
which  to  develop.  The  stimulation  and  experiences 
provided  aid  the  child  in  obtaining  successful  edu- 
cational encounters,  which  in  turn  foster  educa- 
tional growth  and  development.  Also,  the  consis- 
tency which  is  provided  gives  root  to  a  more  se- 
cure knowledge  and  academic  functioning  by  the 
child.  The  child  is  mainstreamed  into  the  class  for 
areas  in  which  he  is  able  to  perform.  Also,  children 
are  brought  into  the  Resource  Room  Classroom 
atmosphere,  from  their  regular  classrooms,  for  par- 
ticular subject  areas  and  skills  sessions. 

The  Resource  Room  also  continues  to  provide 
in-classroom  supportive  services  to  students  who 
may  be  experiencing  some  difficulty  in  one  certain 
academic  area  in  particular,  therefore  aiding  the 
classroom  teachers  with  their  goal  of  providing  the 
best  education  possible  to  every  child. 

Our  most  recent  concern  at  Bartlett  is  a  pilot 
program  to  provide  the  "gifted"  student  with  addi- 
tional learning  experiences.  At  this  point  in  time  we 
are  exploring  supplementary  reading  programs  in 
the  classroom.  We  are  also  hoping  to  supplement 
the  educational  encounters  of  these  students  with 
field  trips  of  interest  combined  with  the  students  of 
the  Resource  Room. 
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UPPER  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
William  H.  Brendle,  Principal 

The  Special  Needs  program  at  the  Upper 
Elementary  School  is  staffed  by  a  Special  Needs 
Teacher  and  a  Learning  Disabilities  Assistant.  We 
have  additional  support  from  the  Guidance  Coun- 
selor and  Reading  Specialist. 

The  Resource  Room  services  34  students.  Our 
main  emphasis  is  to  help  the  Special  Needs  stu- 
dent in  the  regular  classroom,  insofar  as  possible. 
We  remediate  the  child's  deficiency  areas  through 
subject  matter.  For  instance,  if  a  child's  computa- 
tional skills  need  strengthening  we  help  him  with 
math  at  his  level  of  ability  to  encourage  him  to  de- 
velop proficiency  in  this  area. 

In  the  Resource  Room  we  remediate  at  the  pres- 
ent time  visual  perception  problems,  auditory  re- 
ception weakness,  verbal  expression  problems  and 
fine  motor  deficiency.  We  work  toward  giving  our 
students  the  organizational  skills  necessary  to 
function  in  the  mainstream  of  our  schools.  We  work 
toward  keeping  our  distractable  youngsters  on  task 
so  they  will  be  better  prepared  for  regular  class- 
room. 

Part  of  this  population  of  34  Special  Needs  stu- 
dents is  12  Educably  Mentally  Retarded  students, 
5  of  whom  are  mainstreamed  into  regular  classes 
for  more  than  50%  of  their  day.  All  12  are  main- 
streamed  into  regular  Homerooms. 

Our  Core  Team  consists  of  building  specialists: 
William  Brendle,  Principal,  Phyllis  Duclos,  School 
Nurse,  Marilyn  Monahan,  Reading  Specialist, 
Laraine  Strys,  Guidance  Counselor,  Mary  Dahl- 
man,  L.  D.  Assistant,  and  Nancy  Shay,  Special 
Needs  Teacher.  This  team  evaluates  any  student 
brought  to  its  attention  by  any  staff  member.  These 
students  are  referred  if  they  are  having  problems  of 
any  nature  —  academic,  emotional,  behavioral. 
The  Core  Team  make  recommendations  for  a 
change  in  schedule,  further  testing,  and/or  support 
from  the  Resource  Room.  The  parent  is  advised  in 
writing  of  any  evaluation  or  recommendation  by  the 
Core  Team. 

When  it  is  ascertained,  through,  Core  Team  staff- 
ing, that  a  child  can  be  assigned  to  the  Resource 
Room,  through  observation,  testing  and  studying 
reports,  we  set  up  an  educational  program  for  the 
child.  After,  the  child  takes  part  in  planning  his 
goals.  The  students  work  from  individualized  fold- 
ers. They  start  their  work  each  day  usually  on 
their  own  as  the  teacher  and  assistant  will  be  busy 
with  other  students  when  they  come  into  the  room. 

The  teacher  and  assistant  get  together  at  a  regu- 
lar time  each  week  for  planning  time.  At  this  time 


we  assess  individual  programs,  make  changes, 
additions  and  discuss  progress  of  students  in  the 
regular  classes. 

Future  Goals: 

1 .  Provide  more  support  for  classroom  teachers. 

2.  Devise  more  programs  such  as  our  library 
program,  so  students  who  cannot  be  main- 
streamed  can  get  the  "feel"  of  the  school, 
such  as  helping  in  the  office,  lunch  room,  etc. 

3.  Increase  student  involvement  in  the  commun- 
ity. 

4.  Establish  a  more  extensive  sewing  program. 

5.  Establish  a  woodworking  program. 

6.  Develop  a  volunteer  program. 


Although  the  emphasis  of  this  report  has  been 
the  handicapped  student,  in  no  way  can  it  be  inter- 
preted that  our  educational  program  for  the 


non-handicapped  student  has  been  neglected. 
This  report  is  only  offered  to  give  the  community 
some  indication  of  the  implications,  financially  and 
educationally,  of  the  new  laws  and  their  demands. 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assis- 
tance and  cooperation  provided  me  by  the  adminis- 
trators, teachers,  school  boards,  and  citizens  of 
Goffstown.  Without  this  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion, many  of  the  things  accomplished  would  have 
been  left  undone,  and  I  look  forward  to  another 
prosperous  year  —  a  year  of  continued  coopera- 
tion.

SEPTEMBER  1976-JUNE  1977 


All  three  school  nurses  are  members  of  the 
School  Core  Evaluation  Team.  One  school  nurse  is 
a  member  of  the  District  Core  Evaluation  Team. 

A  Diabetic  Screening  Test  was  conducted  at 
Goffstown  High  School.  All  personnel  in  Superviso- 
ry Union  #19  were  invited  to  attend.  As  a  result  of 
this  screening,  three  persons  were  advised  to  have 
further  examinations. 

Four  persons  from  Alcoholics  Anonymous  visited 
the  school  and  presented  a  program  to  all  7th,  8th, 
&  9th  grade  students.  This  was  a  cooperative  en- 
deavor between  Mr.  Fullum's  Science  Club  and 
School  Health  Service. 

Our  school  was  again  chosen  by  the  Catholic 
Medical  Center  East  School  of  Nursing  to  offer 
their  students  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  func- 
tions of  the  school  nurse  and  the  school  health 
program  in  action.  We  are  pleased  to  have  the 
privilege  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 

Five  students  attended  the  March  of  Dimes 
Youth  Symposium  at  New  Hampshire  College  in 
Manchester.  The  emphasis  this  year  was  on 
"Good  Nutrition  for  Life";  "The  Infant  Alcoholic"; 
and  "Genetics". 

Dr.  Snay,  in  cooperation  with  the  Future  Nurses 
of  Goffstown  High  School,  conducted  a  program  on 
Cancer  Prevention.  Mothers  of  Senior  students 
were  invited  to  attend. 

The  Future  Nurses'  Club  was  active  throughout 
the  year.  Several  field  trips  were  made  to  schools 
of  nursing.  We  thank  Mrs.  Roland  Therrien  for  her 
help  in  making  our  many  activities  possible. 

Health  education  films  were  shown  at  appro- 
priate age  levels.  Nutrition,  dental  care,  anti- 
smoking,  good  health  habits,  and  growth  and  de- 
velopment were  among  the  subjects  discussed.  Also, 
sixth  grade  Science  students  participated  in 
blood-typing  program. 


Pre-school  Vision  and  Hearing  clinics  were  con- 
ducted in  March  at  both  Maple  Avenue  Elementary 
School  and  Bartlett  Elementary  School,  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Natalie  Smith,  R.N.  of  Special 
Health  Services  in  Concord,  and,  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  local  Mothers'  Clubs  and  Lions'  Clubs.  It  is 
most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  detect  a  hearing  or 
visual  problem,  which,  if  undetected,  might  be 
very  difficult  to  remedy. 

Registration  for  school  year  1977-1978  were 
conducted  at  the  Elementary  Schools  in  April. 

All  students  through  grade  8  were  given  the  op- 
portunity to  join  the  dental  conference,  which  in- 
cludes a  cleaning  of  the  teeth,  plus  an  application 
of  topical  fluoride.  Mrs.  Marian  Lalime,  R.D.H.  and 
the  school  nurses,  also  held  snack  tasting  parties 
to  emphasize  the  value  of  good,  nutritious, 
low-cost,  non-sweetened  snacks  and  beverages, 
not  only  for  their  health,  but  for  good  dental  health 
as  well. 

The  school  nurses  have  attended  many  work- 
shops and  seminars  throughout  the  school  year. 
We  truly  appreciate  the  help  and  assistance  of  Dr. 
Snay,  and  all  school  personnel,  parents,  clubs,  or- 
ganizations and  interested  people  who  so  willingly 
assist  us  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  students.
